THE EARL OF LEICESTER 
AND AMY ROBSART. 





(The following relative to the here and hero- 
ine of one of the most popular of the Waverley 
novels, is from am article in Fraser's Magazine, 
upon the morais of Queen Elizabeth :} 

The character of this nobleman (Leicester) 
as it has come down to us, is so objectionable, 
that the regard which Elizabeth is known to 
have felt or him has been of itself considered 
to be almost a presumption of the truth of the 
between them. From an early time 
those who most admired ber, felt a difficulty in 
accounting tor it, and Camden is even driven to 
have recourse to a conjunction of the planets. 
But it Camden's judgment of Leicester's real 
character be amything near the truth, there is no 
occasion to loek so tar, and modern historians 
would find it difficalt to recognize their own 
idea ia the portrait which he has left us. Elize- 
beth had been the compasion ef the young 
Dudieys, in her childhood, she had grown ap 
with them at the court of her father, aad im 
later years, Lord Robert had been her com- 
panion in imprisonment in the Tower. She had 
thus been long and closely acquainted with him, 
avd, in addition to the associations of early 
friendship, she knew hin to possess many high 
qualities which would be valuable in a peblie 
eorvest. While he was the most 
gentioman in England, he was second only to 
Cecil in the strength of bis understanding, aad 
scoond neither to him nor to any one in his at- 
tachment to bis mistress. No ene really com- 
petent to form an independent opinion can 
question this, awl he had as yet given no cause 
either to her or to the world, to suppose that be 
bad qualities of a less creditable kind. What 
he afterwards became it is less easy to ascer- 
tam, but it is not aadesirable to notice a few 
of the most glaring misconceptions about bim 
which are generally prevalent, and which ere 
wholly without authentic support. His mar- 
riage with Amy Robsart, which is supposed 
to have Leen secret, was a public and splea- 
did ceremonial, and is recorded in Edward 
the Sixth’s diary as having taken place et 
Sion House, before the court. She lived tes 
years with him, and not an authentic sylla 
ble has transpired to show that the connection 

was either unwelcome to her family or 
in itecli. It is trae that her death in 1560, 
before the circumstances of it were known, pro- 
voked injurious reports against Dedley, aod 
Mr. Lever, an eminent Protestant Clergymas, 
wrote earnestly to Cecil, telling bim the rumers 
which were current, and begging that an inquiry 
might be made.

Among 
its other good qualities is this—that it requires 
no care or housing in the fall, as all other roots 
In all the middle, northern and western 


when all this is done, and with good care and 
judgment, too, « portion will frequently be 
ruined and lost by frosting, overheating or 
decay- from other causes. Parmips, on the 
other hand, requiring no care in the fall, they 
may be left without injury in the ground all 
winter. They may also be planted early in the 
spring, as the frost does not injure them, even 
at the carliest stage of their growth, so that this 
root crop interferes the least of any with em- 
ployments which crowd upon the farmer in the 
spring and fall. It continues to grow through 
the whole season, until the ground freezes in 
winter; it requires no expenditure to gather or 
store it; it may be taken up on several ocea- 
sions during the winter, aud the roots that stay 
in the ground all winter, are not injured, and 
probably improved, by the frost. Parsnips 
seem to be eaten with more relish than either 
turvips or potatoes, and yield in the raw state 
at least, a greater amount of nutriment. 
Another advautage in cultivating parsnips is, 
that on a suitable soil—-sand or loam, rich or 
well manured, avd deep ploughed—a« large 
growth secured. At the rate of 1,200 
bushels have been gathered from one acre of 
ground

The world is well aequainted with the rece of 
Degroes—very different from those of Africa— 
known as the Oceanic or Papuan, who were once 
the exclusive occupants of New Holand and 
Van Dieman’s Land, extending thence, east.

west. They appear to have been the aboriginal 
inhabitants of the great Archipelago, but were 
subdued, at an early period, by the Malays, 
tho, in some islands, exterminated them, in 
others drove them into the iaterior, where they 
are still oceasionally found in various condi.

when all this is done, and with good care and 
judgment, too, « portion will frequently be 
ruined and lost by frosting, overheating or 
decay: from other causes. Parsnips, on the 
other hand, requiring no care in the fall, they 
may be left without injery in the ground all 
winter. They may also be planted early in the 
spring, as the frost does not injure them, even 
at the earliest stage of their growth, so that this 
root crop interferes the least of any with em- 
ployments which crowd upon the farmer in the 
spring and fall. It continues to grow through 
the whole season, until the ground freezes in 
winter; it requires no expenditare to gather or 
store it; it may be taken up on several occa- 
sions during the winter, and the roots that stay 
in the ground all winter, are not injured, and 
probably improved, by the frost. Parsnips 
seom to be eaten with more relish than either 
turnips or potatoes, and yield in the raw state 
least, a greater amount of nutriment 

Another advantage in cultivating parsnips is,
